THE SILENCE OF JUSTICE HUGHES. 


One feature of the situation at Chicago is -without 


parallel. The tide of sentiment among the delegates 
seems to be plainly flowing toward Justice Hughes. The 
most apparent obstacle to his nomination is> the question 
whether the Progressive will accept him. They are ap- 
parently willing to do this if his views ate such as they 
can indorse. But he v/ill riot speak. There was no lack 
of militant Americanism, it is true, in his address Moii- 
aay at the National Cathedral School at Wasmngion. 
Nothing that he said, howevei, can lairly he icgarded as 
a political deliverance Ii he is to be the Republican can- 
didate for President, he must be taken on trust. The pro- 
priety of his position as a member of the Supreme Coun 
is not open to debate. But its singulaiity is obvious. It 
is fair to assume that if he had decided not to accept the 
nomination he would have said so. He must, theiefoio, 
be considered a receptive, it not an active candidate; one 
not indifferent to the greatest honor his party can be 
stow, though unwilling to lift a finger to secure it. The 
rest is silence. 


Now Justice Hughes knows perfectly well, of course, 


that a presidential candidate who did not unite both 
wings of the paity would be almost inevitably destined to 
defeat. Assuming, even, that Mr. lioosevelt refused to 
run on a third ticket, that the Progressives nominated 
someone with far less drawing power than he, a division 
of the normal Republican vote would be fatal. 
Or, in 


the improbable contingency that they nominated no one 
At all, but voted as individuals, some of them giving a 
sullen support to the Republican candidate, others of 
them going over to the Democrats, the situation would be 
not unlike that when Judge Parker was nominated and 
failed to conciliate the thick-and-thin admirei-s of Mr. 
Bryan. Again, Mr. Hughes knows perfectly well that 
the bosses are aginst him, that they would be glad to 
nominate someone else if they could, that only this 
ground swell of popular approval has led them to con- 
sider him at all. His silence baffles them too. If his views 


i 5feis^c,. that the Pr°gressives will indorse him, they will 
f*el obliged to take him, however reluctantly. But if 
In.ereiis to be a Progressive candidate anyway, thej, 
would much rather have a Republican candidate more to 
their liking. They might even yield to the clamor for 
Mr. .Roosevelt.

The latter two had been waiting pa- 
tiently for the job in the aisle. Crane's 
name* was given a howl of applause 
and Borah's almost as much.

1850, but there was never one quite 
like this." "It is a fine tribute to 
Senator Harding that his admirable 
speech, so admirably constructed and 
admirably delivered served materially 
to make up for the lack of a heating 
system.

THE SILENCE OF JUSTICE HUGHES. 


One feature of the situation at Chicago is -without 


parallel. The tide of sentiment among the delegates 
seems to be plainly flowing toward Justice Hughes. The 
most apparent obstacle to his nomination is> the question 
whether the Progressive will accept him. They are ap- 
parently willing to do this if his views ate such as they 
can indorse. But he v/ill riot speak. There was no lack 
of militant Americanism, it is true, in his address Moii- 
aay at the National Cathedral School at Wasmngion. 
Nothing that he said, howevei, can lairly he icgarded as 
a political deliverance Ii he is to be the Republican can- 
didate for President, he must be taken on trust. The pro- 
priety of his position as a member of the Supreme Coun 
is not open to debate. But its singulaiity is obvious. It 
is fair to assume that if he had decided not to accept the 
nomination he would have said so. He must, theiefoio, 
be considered a receptive, it not an active candidate; one 
not indifferent to the greatest honor his party can be 
stow, though unwilling to lift a finger to secure it. The 
rest is silence. 


Now Justice Hughes knows perfectly well, of course, 


that a presidential candidate who did not unite both 
wings of the paity would be almost inevitably destined to 
defeat. Assuming, even, that Mr. lioosevelt refused to 
run on a third ticket, that the Progressives nominated 
someone with far less drawing power than he, a division 
of the normal Republican vote would be fatal. 
Or, in 


the improbable contingency that they nominated no one 
At all, but voted as individuals, some of them giving a 
sullen support to the Republican candidate, others of 
them going over to the Democrats, the situation would be 
not unlike that when Judge Parker was nominated and 
failed to conciliate the thick-and-thin admirei-s of Mr. 
Bryan. Again, Mr. Hughes knows perfectly well that 
the bosses are aginst him, that they would be glad to 
nominate someone else if they could, that only this 
ground swell of popular approval has led them to con- 
sider him at all. His silence baffles them too. If his views 


i 5feis^c,. that the Pr°gressives will indorse him, they will 
f*el obliged to take him, however reluctantly. But if 
In.ereiis to be a Progressive candidate anyway, thej, 
would much rather have a Republican candidate more to 
their liking. They might even yield to the clamor for 
Mr. .Roosevelt.
